Hello everyone interested, 
I am not sure who this message should really be directed to. 


If I recall correctly, Something like 2/3's of that ship have been 
more or less sealed off. There is no need for the massive crew that 
once operated all the AA guns aboard that ship. 


I would suspect that there is more room available then one can hardly 
imagine for a museum. May I suggest duplication of electronic 
compartments over the years. What was on that ship when it was first 
built, then upgraded for WWII, then Korea and Nam. I would suspect 
that the only communication required after Nam was a cellphone used 
by the skipper on the bridge. 


What about the original CIC as compared to today's version? What 
about the underwater sound gear used over the years? Gun aiming, 
then and now? The list could go on for ever. If that old girl has 
as much room available in space that has been sealed off that I 
believe she has, then a group could build a museum with any multitude 
of compartments showing gear used at a particular time. 


I would really be curious is there is a thing WWII left aboard that 
ship other then the big guns. Take a look at a picture of her at the 
end of WWII and now. Hardly looks the same. 


Trivia: 


Did you fellas know that these old ships were not originally air 
conditioned? There was no way you could sleep below deck while in 
the tropics. I understand that most of the gun crews slept right on 
deck. My dad (deceased now) was a gunners mate on a 40 MM mount. He 
told me that the alarm would go off of an air attack approaching. He 


told me that by the time he got to his bare feet and was running 
towards his gun mount that other ones usually were already firing. 
Hot 20 and 40 MM and 8 inch shell brass rolling around the deck. He 
told me that the their uniforms consisted of their shorts with their 
name and rank stenciled on the back. It was too hot for clothes. He 
said he spent many an hour just setting in his gun mount with in his 
shorts, a life jacket, and steel helmet. The life jacket was 
required because it was discovered early on that the jacket absorbed 
flying steel shrapnel. Saved many a sailors life. 


Then there was the food problem. How do you get fast food (unknown 
then) to sailors who were always on deck or at their posts? My dad 
told me they survived on candy bars and cookies. Interesting story 
in itself how the Navy was able to feed all these guys correctly. 
Later on in the war the Navy was able to upgrade the ships a bit and 
even added ice cream making machines. Can you have any idea what 
this must have had on the morale of the crew alone.

Hi all; 

Since I have been involved with a similiar project here at the Buffalo 
Naval Park and The USS THE SULLIVANS I would like to add my two-cents . 

I agree with Jerry Proc up in Toronto. I have seen the fantastic job 
they have done on HMCS HAIDA and was really inspired to get at it here 
aboard DD537! My ship here is also one that extends over a period of time 
from 1943 and WW2 all the way to the Cuban Missile crisis and the search for 
The sub THRESHER. 

The equipment in the radio central is a composite of several originals 
(RBA,RBB,RBC, etc.) and newer equipment such as the WRT2, teletype's , etc. 
I know the model 28's at 100wpm were not around during the 40's but they 
were the equipment in place when the ship was decommissioned. I have them 
printing out messages such as "Air Raid on Pearl Harbor - This is no drill" 
and hand out copies to the visitors and I usually explain that these 
machines would not have been the kind that received that message. (The ship 
of course wasn't even built at that time). Very few of the younger visitors 


have ever even seen a TTY machine let alone know the difference between a 14 
or 28. I give them tapes from the reperf and tell them it's a 1940 floppy 
disc! That they understand. The closest I will come to an original 
configuration is the em. radio room which has most of the original equipment 
in place or I have replaced it. 

Oh how I would love the room those folks have on the Battleships!

One way to check for RF suitability of plastic stuff is to microwave it. 


If it warms or heats up, less likely to be useable. Yes, this is a GHz 
test for stuff to be used at single digit MHz. 


If you use insulated wire for the line & want to use solid spreaders... 
Be careful of sharp corners & such. Don't want to nick the insulation. 


BTW, did I mention that the insulation also xtotallyx eliminates corrosion? 
I've cracked open wire that's been up 8 years in NYC area & bright + 
shiny. 


Due to skin effect, RF wants to flow on the surface of a conductor but 
that's just where corrosion does its resistance-increasing dirty work. 
Eliminating corrosion maintains antenna's & feedline's efficiency. 


Also, insulation means you can shorten up antenna about 2% due to velocity 
factor. 


My insulalated-wire balanced feeder is connected to a 420' horizontal loop 
about 40' in the air. 


My trick: The xentirex antenna and xentirex feedline is made from one 
continuous 500' piece of the insulated 14 ga wire. No joints of any kind, 
no insulators needed either. Will stay up a long time (it did in other 
QTH's). 


Whole thing fed with a Johnson Matchbox.

At the flea market at Elgin last week, my eye 
was caught by a "little" aqua-blue box with a mobile mount 
sitting on the ground. Picked it up, thinking to myself, "I've 
seen this before". Turned it all around, looking for a manufacture's 
name or model number. Nothing. But, I thought, it can't bea 
home-brew mobile radio, it's too nice. Even where the back panel 
has been cut out so the antenna connectors can pass through (perfectly 
round cut-outs), the cabinet was still painted, like a factory job. 
Seller says to me, "Don't know what it is, but you can have it for 
$5". So I took it home. Took off the back and top covers, thinking: 
Who made this thing? it's beautiful". Then, it dawned on me, pulled 
the '61 ARRL handbook off the shelf, looked in the mobile section, and 
there it was. Someone had copied the "multi-band" rig and did a 
first class job. All new, top-of-the-line componets. All metal 
sheilds with perfect bends and rounded corners. A thing of beauty. 


Anyway. The rig cleaned up real nice except: the knobs on 
the front panel. The knobs are black fluted plastic with metal 
skirts, just like in the book. Metal skirt cleaned up nice, lettering 
still intacted, but the plastic part has a white "growth" in it 
that looks like fungus. Does not come off with soap and water. Don't 
want to use anything stronger till I ask around, for fear of 
moving the lettering on the skrit. How should I get this stuff 
off ? 


The only other problem is the hood on the dial lamp is 
missing. Does someone have one in their junk box they wouldn't 
mind parting with ? Coils in the rig dipped out for 10M. Just 
so happened I picked up a dynamonster that would power the rig 
no sweat. If I can find a converter for 10, I'll be all set.

When the BB-63 was overhauled for her last recommissioning, I believe most, 
if not all, of the smaller guns (and associated turrets) were removed. 
There was extensive modification done on the aft deck to install the 
Tomahawk Armored Box Launchers (ABL). I assume that the ABL's are still 
aboard. Both the CIC and the CEC were also extensively reworked/updated 
with modern equipment. The COMMS were updated to be compatible with the 
systems then in use. I believe the boilers were converted to distillate 
instead of the old "bunker fuel", to insure fuel availability. When the 
boilers were again "lit off", they did use a Zippo lighter for the 
ceremony, so that part of the procedure was still "1945 vintage". 


I agree that it would be way above any museum's budget to restore her to 
her 1945 configuration. I think that she should be kept in her "modern" 
condition in honor of her long history of use, and of the sailors and 
workers who brought her back to life over the years. 


I visited the ship several times during the overhaul, and she was/is 
awesome to behold!
